mill-stacks or fi-oul thu furnncca, and in n 
tow minutes thu bl.ize grew into a roaring 
conflagration. 
In liftoon minutM tbo mill 


was doomed, and in half an hour it fell ill 
ruins, with all its splendid machinery. 
There wns no staying t:io progress of tho 
Homos, which Jiimpad to tha great piles of 
lumbor, and in an hour mado a southing sea 
ot flames, against tho hoat of which uo flro- 
man could t-taud. 
Tbo wind was frosh from 


the north, and as tho flro grew moro in- 
tonso tho usual roaring dory storm was 
created. 


Before noon tho Coleman mill was ia 


ashes, but tho flro could not bo chocked at 
that point. 
The pumps at tlio water-works 


\voro working admirably. 
Tho water pros- 


sure varied from 100 to !•'* pounds, with a 
stoiuu prcisuro of forty pounds, but it 
•wined that tlio lumber stacks, when parti- 
ally lio'jded, burned about as lioivoly us 
when dry. 
Tho entire tiro department was 


on tho scjuo, nklod by all tho power that 
could bo obtained from tho mill pumps aud 
tho city water-works. 
After tho Coioman mill was gutted tho 


workmen and thj department then turned 
thoir 
attention 
toward 
Cass 
street, 


whore 
n. force of men wore set to work 


to tear down the lumber piles, that llie 
tlames 
might bo stopped 
there.

hopo of saving tho immediate property was 
abandoned. Tha ruins at Paul's mill and 
that portion o£ tho yards directly south of 
Cass street woro complete at 1 o'clock, and 
the ilro kept encroaching on tho Socond 
stroot limit, and at last it was evident that 
It was beating up against the -wind.

of resolutions were presented in the senate 
Tuesday from Knights of Labor against the 
free ship bill, aud u. petition from colored 
citizens of Kansas asking aid to emigrate 
to Africa was also read. The house labor 
arbitration bill was favorably 
referred.

NOTHING DIVINE ABOUT IT 


So Far a» Known to the Solicitor Gen- 


eral—The Telephone Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON CITY, April 7. — Iti tlio 


inquiry into the Pan-Electric company 
Tuesday Solicitor Qonoral Goodo tostllled. 
Ho stated that tho papers filed by District 
Attorney McCorey showed that the patents 
issued to Boll was procured by fraud; that 
they showed that on Feb. 4, 1370, Bell made 
application for a patent and on the same 
day EliiLa Gray lllod a caveat for same 
character of patent. It was ruled m the 
patent office that the application should 
have precedence of tho caveat, although tho 
latter was filed at an earlier bour. No 
record, however, was made of tho hour at 
which tho application and caveat woro illed, 
making the circumstances a suspicious one 
iu the eyes of the witness. 


"Didn't it occur to you that the Boll 


pateuta had stood for ten years; bad boon 
the subjects of many decisions of the courts; 
that they had -withstood all charges of 
fraud and that this was a late day to set 
up fraud," inquired Mr. Eanney. 


"No," replied witness urrnly, "and_ I 


want to say further Mr. Rannoy, that I did 
not know that tho Boll company was hedged 
about with such divinity that it, could not 
be brought into court like other companies. 


BEGAN TO BE BUSINESS-LIKE. 


A Lot of Nominations Confli-mod—SoCre-
